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Federal funding sought 





Council oks projects

Upland City Council has approved 
$401,328 worth of projects to be 
funded under the third year of the 
federal Housing and Community 
Development Act. 

Projects given tentative approval 
by the council at the Sept. 20 
meeting include a rehabilitation 
loan and grant program, $120,399; 
park site acquisition and 
development, $120,399; Pacific 
Electric right-of-way landscaping, 
$60,000; neighborhood public 
improvements, $84,000; and 
contingency or local option fund, 
$16,530. 

Projects will largely focus on the 
southeastern section of Upland, 
which qualifies under the federal 
program’s goal of improving living 
and working conditions for low- 
income residents. 


The projects are expected ‘‘to go 
far towards ameliorating 
ameliorating already evident 
decline of some portions of the 
southeast corner of the city,”’ 
according to Loren Sanchez, head of 
the Citizens Participation Advisory 
Committee. 


He said the projects would 
encourage residents to improve the 
area and hopefully avoid the 
necessity for massive 
redevelopment. 


The rehabilitation loan and grant 
program would provide low-cost 
loans and grants to assist low- 
income homeowners with 
maintenance and improvements of 
their homes. 

Sanchez said the loans and grants 
will help restore deteriorating 
neighborhoods and prevent 
deterioration of transitional 
neighborhoods. 


‘The park site acquisition and 
development project will purchase 
and develop a park in the northeast 
section, perhaps at Ninth Street and 
Washington Boulevard. 

The park is visualized as ‘‘a 
neighborhood park with a little bit of 
this and a little bit of that,” 
according to City Manager Lee 
Travers who said the site is too 
small for extensive playing fields. 

The landscaping project for the 
Pacific Electric right-of-way from 
Sixth to 11th avenues would provide 
a landscaping buffer requested by 
residents on Washington Boulevard. 

The council had previously heard 
the request and suggested the 
landscaping could be funded through 
the federal project since the Pacific 
Electric would not provide funds for 
beautification. 

The neighborhood public 
improvements projects would 
finance street lights, alley paving, 
curbs and sidewalks as well as 
ramps for handicapped residents. 

Sanchez said the public works 
improvements would ‘‘help 
motivate owners and residents in 
the areas to ‘spruce up’ their own 
property.”’ 

The contingency and local option 
fund allocation of $16,530 would 
provide funds for cost over-runs and 
unanticipated expenses. 


The Citizens Participation 
Advisory Committee has formed 
subcommittees to formulate and 
present specific recommendations 
for the projects which must be 
individually approved by the 
council. 


The third-year projects must be 
submitted through San Bernardino 
County and approved by the federal 
office of Housing and Urban 


Development before projects can be 
started in late 1977. 

First-year funds were allocated 
for purchase of a senior citizen 
center. The council has requested 
the city staff to negotiate fo prchase 
of an empty market building on C 
Street with a target date of January 
1, 1977 for acquiring the building. 

City officials had previously 
palnned to purchase the old Upland 
post office building on C Street but 
the purchase price was higher than 
appraisals. The market building will 
provide more space and is expected 
to house general recreation 
programs as well as senior citizen 
programs. 

Second-year projects include the 
start of the rehabilitation loan 
program, removal of architectural 
barriers which limit access of 
handicapped residents to Upland 
Town Center, and installation of a 
traffic signal on Campus Avenue 
south of 13th Street. 

The city has received approval for 
the second-year projects and 
funding is expected within three or 
four months. 

In other action Sept. 20 the 
council: 

— Approved implementation of 
new and increased fees for 
applications for general plan 
amendments, conditional use 
permits, variances, tentative tract 
and parcel maps, architectural and 
administrative reviews, and 
appeals. The new fee structure is 
expected to become effective in 
early November. 

Authorized allocation of an 
additional $3,347 for police liability 
(false arrest) insurance to cover the 
insurance, which has_ increased 
from $3,500 per year to $6,250 for the 
officers plus an additional $625 to 
cover the city.

Local students get alook at life

For a look at native California 
animals in their natural habitat the 
Chaffey College terrarium is almost 
as good as a trip to the desert or 
mountains. : 

More than 100 species of animals 
and birds reside in the terrarium, a 
100 - by - 300 foot glassed - in area 
near the college’s life science 
department and planetarium. 

At first glance the terrarium looks 
calm, almost dull with a large pond 
that stretches between a sandy arid 
corner and lush green tropical 
foliage. 

When instructor Jim Des 
Laurieres steps inside the glass door 
though there is a flurry of activity as 
birds take flight, toads splash into 
the pool, and rodents scurry to their 
burrows. 

“The animals seem to have a good 
sense of what side of the glass 
you're on,”’ said Des Laurieres, who 
initiated the terrarium project in 
1969.

College students who maintain the 
terrarium study animal behavior, 
life cycles and community 
structure. At the same time, 
children from’ local elementary 
school visit for what is often their 
first close look at reptiles, birds and 
rodents. 

Des Laurieres, who conducts the 
tours for school children, said ‘‘The 
kids love it. They go crazy.” 

The terrarium program is aimed 
at young children, he said, adding 
that he enjoys their rapt attention as 
he describes the animals, their 
habits and idiosyncracies. 

Although the terrarium may look 
unimpressive at first the complex 
chain of activity becomes 
interesting as Des Laurieres 
answers questions. 


For example, the dead shrubs 
lying about the ‘‘desert’’ area seem 
unsightly and give an impression of 
poor maintenance. Des Laurieres, 


not surprised at all by the 
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observation, explained that small 
reptiles such as fly-eating Geckos 
use the dead brush as cover during 
the day, coming out for a snack 
after dark. 

There’s a purpose to everything 
within the terrarium, which is 
finally working pretty well after 
five years. 

‘The project didn’t come together 
all at once,’’ he noted. It was 
patterned after a giant terrarium at 
the University of Arizona. There 
aren’t any guidelines for putting 
terrariums together. 

*‘We’ve had some problems and 
we've made some mistakes,” he 
added. 


The composition and balance of 
plants and animals is crucial, 
especially in a small area. ‘‘Plants 
have to be selected that won't 
overrun the place,’’ he said. In 
addition, the feeding and breeding 
patterns of animals must be 
considered. 

‘An antelope ground squirrel we 
put in there ate 13 birds in one day,”

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Des Laurieres remarked. 

‘We try to consider the aesthetic 
aspects along with our limitations 
and -just try to get around the 
artificiality as much as possible.” 

‘Sometimes I put things in 
without much hope of them 
surviving and then I’m surprised to 
see that they do well and breed like 
crazy,’ he added. 

The tropical birds such as button 
quails and Galapagos doves have 
flourished unexpectedly. 

‘A trained ecologist, Des Laurieres 
said the terrarium has been an 
education in both community 
structure and animal behavior. 

Conducting the tours has also been 
an education in the ways of children, 
many of whom bring in their injured 
pets or the animals ‘“‘mom doesn’t 
want around.”’ 

So many plants and animals are 
brought in by people the cost of 
maintaining the terrarium is 
minimal. 

Sick animals are placed in an 
infirmary where the students nurse 
them to health. 

Currently on the road to recovery 
is a small python whose young 
owner’s good intentioned cure was 
worse then the disease. 

Troubled by mites, as snakes 
sometimes are, the python -was 
treated to a bath with Black Flag 
and Lysol by his young owner. 

When it recovers completely the 
snake will be displayed along with 
others within the life science 
building. 

Only one ‘snake, a harmless 
garden variety, resides in the 
terrarium because the reptiles are 
aggressive enough predators that 
they would kill all the birds, Des 
Laurieres said. 

“A lot of children can potentially 
profit from the terrarium. It’s a 
show and tell thing that young 
children enjoy.” 

Especially beneficial for Chicanos 
and Blacks who’ve been raised’ in 
the city, the terrarium offers an 
Opportunity to touch and see 
animals that lessens children’s fear 
of them, he concluded.

Rules about yard sales? 


QUESTION: Do I need some form of permit to hold a 
yard sale and can you tell me of other pertinent 
information I may need to know?

1890s alive again 


The 1890s was a time of great 
change for many Americans. It’s 
also the setting for ‘‘Harry and 
Walter Go To New York,” a 
Columbia Pictures comedy which 
hit Southern California theaters in 
July. 

‘‘Everything was changing,” 
according to Harry Horner, 
production designer for the movie, 
‘and life would never again be the 
same.” Horner researched this era 
thoroughly and found the period 
fascinating. 

The turn-of-the-century was a 
turning point in United States 
history and lifestyle and the fulcrum 
of this change was New York City. 


The setting 

Millions of immigrants passed 
through Ellis Island, but barely 
satisfied the manpower needs of the 
industrial revolution which seemed 
to manufacture a new and 
marvelous invention every day. 

Visually, in 1892 when the story 
takes place, New York City was 
webbed with wires and the streets 
were dug up in furrows. Thanks to 
the new telephone, aerial telegraph 
wires were being replaced by 
underground phone lines and cables 
for electricity and gas also were 
being installed under the streets of 
the city. Overhead, lines were being 
strung for the new electric 
streetcars which criss-crossed the 
city at all major intersections. 

This is the New York that the 
movie’s' main characters, Harry 
Dighby (James Caan) and Walter 
Hill (Elliott Gould) first see. 

Until the 1890s, Fifth Avenue 
remained small and elegant. 
Thomas Edison’s firm had invented 
the ticker tape machine so that 
wealthy could learn of their 
financial windfalls even faster. 
Tammany Hall was very strong and 
very corrupt. Cops were not yet 
New York’s finest. The unemployed 
feared the masses of immigrants. 

However grand the inscription on 


the Statue of Liberty, the 
exploitation of labor was the first 
lesson of the New World. The 
tenements spilled over and the 
sweatshops hired children. 

This is the New York that Lissa 
Chestnut (Diane Keaton) sees and 
tries to change for the better. 

Out in the Wild West, bank 
robberies were done in the shoot 
‘em up Style. In the East, a more 
civilized sort of brigand developed 
the fine art if safecracking. Master 
cracksmen became public heroes 
because the banks they robbed 
usually held the riches of exploiting 
industrialists. 

And “each time master safe 
designer Mosler built a better safe, 
a clever safecracker would crack it. 

Classy thieves like Adam Worth 
(Michael Caine) travelled to 
England and the continent, just as 
the rich of Henry James’ novels. 

Shang Draper’s Sixth Avenue 
Oyster House was the Delmonico’s 
of the underworld and this was the 
New York that Adam Worth knew. 

And how does it all come together 
in ‘‘Harry and Walter Go To New 
York?” 


The story 

For a few brief weeks in 1892, 
Concord Penitentiary houses a 
celebrated guest, the notorious and 
debonair Adam Worth, New York’s 
most famous safecracker. 

In his luxuriously appointed suite 
of celis, Worth is attended to by a 
couple of aspiring vaudevillains, 
Harry and Walter, who found the 
road to Broadway detoured by a 
brush with the law. 

Lissa Chestnut, a zealous social 
reformer working for a politically 
radical newspaper, decides to 
interview Worth in prison. 

Lissa’s interview becomes heated 
over Worth’s autocratic treatment 
of his cell-servants, Harry and 
Walter. 

Romantically gullible Walter 
quite naturally falls in love with 


Lissa. Harry, with his usual over- 
confidence, presumes Lissa has 
fallen in love with him. 

A few explosions later, Harry and 
Walter escape and head for New 
York. With them is a copy of Adam 
Worth’s blueprints of the new safe 
at the Commercial Bank and Trust 
Co. of Lowell, Massachusetts. 

When Worth is released, it sets the 
stage for an inevitable collision as 
Harry and Walter and their New 
York cohorts race against time and 
odds to beat the master cracksman 
and his henchmen at their own 
game. 

The stars 

Versatile James Caan has handled 
varied types of acting roles, from 
comedy to singing, from 
‘‘Rollerball’”’ to ‘‘Funny Lady.”” He 
portrayed tough Sonny Corleone in 
“The Godfather’ and the tragic 
athlete Brian Piccolo in television’s 
‘‘Brian’s Song.’’ For these 
outstanding performances, Cann 
was nominated for both the Oscar 
and Emmy during the same year. 

Twice nominated for Academy 
Awards for his top performance in 
‘Alfie’ and “Sleuth,” England’s 
Michael Caine first became popular 
with American film audiences in the 
espionage thriller, ‘‘The Ipcress 
File.”’

If you're 16 years old and 
overfed, undernourished - 
and overweight, what will 
you look like at 40? or 45? 
What disorders of the body 
are you inviting to 
complicate your life later? 
if your poor eating habits 
continue into your middle 
years, chances are you will 
be a candidate for heart, 
circulatory and other 
ailments. You'll be out of 
Shape and physically unfit 
for any but the mildest 
forms of exercise, if that. 
As a cardiologist, I am 
concerned about excess 
weight because it creates a 
burden for your heart — at 
any age. It is the same as if 
you walked everywhere, all 
the time, carrying a heavily 
loaded suitcase in each 
hand 
Think about the last time 
you were in an airport ora 
bus station and had to 
handle your own baggage. 
You'll know what I mean. 

Obesity acquired during 
childhood is very likely to 
last for the rest of your life. 
It. should be dealt with 
promptly because it is 
during childhood that fat 
cells multiply. Once it was 
beheved that fat babies 
were healthy babies. 
Overweight infants are not 
healthier than the average 
but it is still part of our 
social custom to regard 
them as cute and more 
lovable than those of the 
proper weight for their age. 
As far as saying it’s only

because some don't. 

Nutrition education 
should begin at an early 
age. 1 mean early — before 
kindergarten. 
Unfortunately, among 
Students, it seems the only 
group that acquires any 
knowledge about this 
subject are those in home 
economics classes. Limited 
discussions on nutrition 
may take place in high 
school physical education or 
health classes but there is 
very little teacher 
preparation in this field. 
There are no extensively 
used or effective methods 
practiced in our schools 
emphasizing proper 
nutrition. Many school 
lunch programs do not meet 
all nutritional 
requirements. 

Health, growth and 
development require the 
right nutrition but putting it 
into daily practice is not 
always accomplished. 
There are several reasons 
for this, I believe, and 
indiscriminate eating 
habits are part of the 
“price’’ we pay to live in 
our speeded up world of 
today. All too often, to save 
our own time, we leave the 
responsibility of providing 
food up to the food 
manufacturer and clever 
advertising. Mothers busy 
with their own activities as 
well as those of their 
children, have only to enter 
a market to be dazzled with 
an enormous array of 
prepared foods — frozen, 
canned, concentrated or 
dehydrated. Once 
purchased, it is simply a 
matter of heat and eat, 
brown and serve, shake and 
bake, boil in a bag, or ‘‘pop 
up.”’ The family is pleased 
with the quick, tasty 
preparations but often there 
is little nutritional value or 
what there is may be 
questionable. 

Food manufacturers are 
now beginning to label the 
nutritional contents of their 
products. This did not just 
happen. Various voluntary 
organizations, like the 
Heart Association, spent

There are 50 or so known 
nutrients which must be 
contained in the foods we 
eat if our daily diet is to be 
adequate. These include 
proteins (amino acids), fats 


(fatty acids), 
carbohydrates (sugar and 
starches), minerals, 


vitamins and water. 
Although widely 
distributed in our foods, 
there is no single food that 
contains all the nutrients, 
or all of them in the proper 
amount. The four basic food 
groups are meat, fruit and 
vegetables, bread and 
cereal, and dairy products. 


Another reason for faulty 
eating patterns is the trend 
for families to eat out often. 
There are more restaurants 
to fit every price range and 
a greater variety of edibles 


from which toe choose. 
Included are the ethnic 
restaurants in some 
neighborhoods. Many eating 
establishments offer 
“instant’’ foods and some 
cater to what teenagers like 
best — hot dogs, 
hamburgers, French fries. 
Tempting desserts are 
openly displayed in many 
coffee shops to entice the 
diner.

they are qualified. This is 
potentially a breakthrough 
in changing attitudes, since 
girls have not traditionally 
been counseled to enter 
male - dominated fields 
such as medicine and law. 

Title IX does not 
specifically address sexism 
in textbooks, but many 
organizations are recogniz- 
ing the harm done to girls 
by portraying them as 
helpless, passive and in- 
significant. The American 
Psychological Association 
has found that women’s self 
- confidence is weakened by 
reading about women as 
servants, sex objects and 
martyrs. Boys, on the other 
hand, suffer by being taught 
to over - achieve, and to sti- 
fle their emotions and sen- 
Sitivity. 

As schools elminate sex- 
ism, both boys and girls 
should benefit from the 
value placed on developing 
minds and bodies of all 
students.

After 
women at the campus were 
encouraged to take an 
honors exam, they did as 
well as the men. 


Mathematics is a crucial 
discipline for people who 
want to enter scientific and 
technological fields from 
chemistry, physics and 
engineering to architecture 
and medicine. Yet this bias 
against women in 
mathematics tends to filter 
women out of these fields. 

Your daughter obviously 
is ambitious and im- 
aginative and should do well 
in science and 
mathematics. Try to have 
her father and her friends 
recognize her ability and 
encourage her. And remind 
your school officials that Ti- 
tle Nine is now in force.

Adequate preparation for 
the delivery includes 
alerting your veterinarian 
in advance. Your pet may 
need profesional. help if the 
expectant mother is a box- 
er, St. Bernard or other 
breed noted for large head 
conformation. It is not un- 
common for a puppy with a 
large head to become lodg- 
ed in the birth canal, block- 
ing the passage for the en- 
tire litter. 

There are also cases 
where selective breeding 
has reduced the size of the 
adult animal, preventing 
the young from passing 
through the pelvic arch. 
Small breeds such as the 
dachshund, chichuahua, or 
toy poodle are prone to this 
condition, which may 
require your veterinarian to 
perform a Caesarian 
section. 

The average canine 
pregnancy lasts 
approximately nine weeks. 
You should be ready for the 
litter to arrive any time 
between the 60th through 
the 65th day. 

Deliveries do not follow 
any set pattern. Puppies 
may arrive 10 minutes 
apart, or 60 minutes apart. 
Whatever the case, if your 
pet has not had her 
offspring after five or six 
hours of continuous labor, 
she needs professional help. 

Once a puppy is 
delivered, the mother will 
immediately tear open with 
her teeth the sac enclosing 
her pup, thus allowing it to 
breathe. The mother will 
also lick her offspring 
clean, providing a rough 
massage at the same time.

The massage stimulates the 
circulation and helps warm 
the puppy. 

Sometimes the mother 
may become dazed or 
deliver too rapidly to handle 
all her puppies. Then it is up 
to the owner to administer 
primary care to some of the 
newborn. After the puppy’s 
mouth and nose are cleared 
of mucus, the umbilical 
cord should be cut an inch 
or two from the puppy, and 
a knot tied near the base of 
the cord with thread or 
dental floss. After the 
puppy is dried gently with a 
towel, it can be returned to 
the mother. 

Occasionally a puppy 
does not start breathing 


several minutes before it 
begins breathing. 
As the puppies arrive, 


make sure you note the» 


delivery of one afterbirth 
per pup. Retained 
afterbirths can be the 
source of serious infections 
in the uterus, so they should 
all be accounted for. 

After the puppies are 
delivered, and wet bedding 
is removed, place them 
along the side of their 
mother so they can 
nursing. If the litter is 
large, check that each pup 
has its own nursing station. 
Puppies that the mother 
cannot accommodate 
should be fed every four 
hours with a preparation

For nation’s first pilot plant 





Utilities offer solar energy site 


Southern California 
Edison Company and the 
Los Angeles Department of 
Water and Power recently 
offered a 130-acre site and 
substantial support toward 
construction of the nation’s 
first solar power pilot plant. 

Located in the Mojave 
Desert, the site would be 
used to develop a $100 


million, 10-megawatt pilot 
solar power project in 
conjunction with the federal 
government. A 10 megawatt 
solar plant could furnish 
enough electricity for a 
community of approxi- 
mately 6,000 residents. 


The site is located about 
12 miles southeast of 


Barstow, near SCE’s 
Coolwater Generating 
Station. The site receives 15 
per cent greater solar 
intensity than that specified 
by the government and has 
minimal cloud cover. An 
Edison solar energy 
monitoring system has been 
operating for over a year in 
the Barstow area. This

Edison and DWP, 
with the California 
Resources Conservation 
and Development 
Commission, submitted the 
proposal in response to an 
opportunity notice from the 


U.S. Energy Research and - 


Development Administra- 
tion (ERDA), which is con- 
ducting a nationwide search 
for the best solar site. 

Plans for the solar 
thermal electric project 
call for a 100-acre field of 
guided mirrors to focus the 
sun’s rayS on an energy 
receiver mounted on-a 300- 
to 450-foot tower within the 
mirror field. Steam created 
in the receiver would be 
directed to a conventional 
10 megawatt power plant. 
The power plant, other 
auxiliary equipment and a 
visitor’s center would 
occupy the remaining 
acreage. 

The federal government’s 
responsibilities would 
involve design, construction 
and installation of the solar 
portions of the pilot plant, 
including the collector,

But if she 
doesn’t, he may feel he has 
a ‘patsy’ and come back 
again.

Aid and Comfort 

The Miami treatment 
center, like several around 
the country, was set up last 
year in response to citizen 
demands. This year 1,000 
women are expected to use 
its services. The primary 
aim is to help the victim — 
not to catch the rapist. ‘‘We 
forget that this crime often 
takes a woman who is psy- 
chologically intact and 
literally destroys her,’’ Dr. 


Hicks points out. 

A team of doctors, nurses 
and social workers is con- 
stantly on call. When a vic- 
tim arrives at the hospital 
she is taken immediately to 
a special ‘‘quiet room’”’ 
where she is examined, 
treated, and later counsel- 
ed.

Termites ready 
to swarm 


telltale signs of swarming 
termites. 

Dubbed ‘‘invisible 
saboteurs’’ because they 
are rarely seen, termites 
emerge trom hidden 
| galleris to perform a mate 
selection exercise known as 
swarming, and the winged 
reproductives set up new 
colonies. 

On a warm sunny day, 
usually after a rain, 4 
homeowner may notice tiny 
winged insects swarming 
around a window sill or 
door, under leaves or near a 
storage cupboard. 

“Tf so,” warns Bill Ma- 
jors, San _ Bernar- 


| dino/Riverside District 


chairman of Pest Control 
Operators of California, 
Inc., ‘‘you may have a ter- 
mite problem.” 

“The drywood termite 
will enter the house at any 
level from roof to first floor 
window,’’ Majors said. 
“They are different from 
the subeterranean termite, 
which nests in the ground 
and builds mud tubes to in- 
vade a home.” 

The area official of 
PCOC, a non-profit trade 
association, points out that 
in addition to swarming, the 
homeowner may notice 
other signs of infestation 
such as: 

— Piles of tiny discarded 
wings on the floor beneath 
doors or windows. (These 
are shed when the reproduc- 
tives end their swarm and 
begin searching for a 
suitable site to start a new 
colony.) 

—Small piles of straw 
colored or reddish brown 
fecal. pellets near 
woodwork. 

— Blistered or darkened 
areas on hardwood floors, 
window sills or. frames, 
beams, joists, etc. 


These signs mean that 
termite workers, bred to 
supply a_ colony’s 
sustenance, are inside wood 
in the home, enjoying a 
feast which may devastate 
portions of a home. 


Termites make no noise 
except when chewing. The 
sound will be faint but can 
be heard. 


In determining whether 
infestation is by the 
drywood or subterranean 
termite, the PCOC official 
Said that the latter first at- 
tacks a home’s substructure 
and flooring. Subterranean 
termites colonize 
throughout the year in some 
areas, 


As a public service, 
PCOC’s consumer educa- 
tion program includes offer- 
ing free booklets.

Through the 
Windmill Project drinking 
water can be provided and 
gradually irrigation of 
small gardens will be made 
possible.

"in killing 
Smallpox 


Mercy Aijirlift, a 
department of World 
Gospel Crusades of Upland, 
is helping in the worldwide 
F effort to eradicate 
4 smallpox. 
y The DC-3 cargo plane 

owned by Mercy Airlift has 
flown 37,000 pounds of food 
and medicine into southern 
Ethiopia, where the last 
traces of the disease have 
been reported by the World 
Health Organization, an 
agency of the United 
Nations. 

The plane, which has been 
based in Ethiopia, has also 
flown in staff members of 
the eradication program 
and fuel supplies for the 
program’s helicopters. 

“This is an extremely 
important mission, since 
many of the remote villages 
that have reported 
smallpox can be reached 
only by helicopter,”’ Dr. C. 
Mervin Russell, president 
of Mercy Airlift and World 
Gospel Crusades, said. 

Once the disease has been 
eradicated in southern 
Ethiopia, it will have been 
officially eradicated from 
the world. 

In August alone, the plane 
flew 115,700 pounds of 
emergency supplies in 
Ethiopia.

Blazing spring. in the garden 


With fall weather just 
ahead, many a gardener 
will begin making plans for 
a dazzling show of color 
early next spring. 

Poppy - flewered 
Anemones and their 
traditional companions, 
double Ranunculus, are 
favorite spring bulbs for fall 
planting. The red, white and 
blue Anemones and yellow, 
orange, red, pink, cream 
and white Ranunculus yield 
a full spectrum of spring 
colors in great profusion. 


The flowers of both 
Anemones and Ranunculus 
make excellent cut flowers 
to bring the fresh look of 
spring indoors. And, since a 
single large Ranunculus 
tuber will produce up to 
seventy blooms, there will 
be plenty of color for house 
and garden. 

Anemones make effective 
rock garden accents, 
window box subjects or 
mass displays in flower 
beds and borders. Be sure 
to select good size tubers 


now while the supply lasts. 
The same applies to 
Ranunculus tubers. Choose 
from the fancy double or 
ruffled forms. Be 
careful not to overwater the 
area before the tubers 
sprout as excessive 
moisture will sometimes 
cause the tubers to rot. If 
the bulbs are not planted 
and sprouted before the 
middle of November, the 
young plants should be 
protected from birds. The 
tender shoots seem to be 


prized as excellent eating 
late in fall just as they 
emerge from the soil. Use 
netting available at local 
nurseries. Planting bulbs 
already started which are 
available at most nurseries 
along with winter annuals 
also helps avoid bird 
feeding problems. Once 
plants are established, just 
sit back and wait for 
colorful shows to begin 
from the earliest part of 
spring until warmer 
weather arrives. 





COMPANION PLANTING — Tall 


Snapdragons and medium and 
dwarf marigolds make a colorful, 
long lasting companion planting. 
Whether gardeners prefer a 
productive vegetable garden or a 
decorative flower garden, they can 
achieve success most easily with 
the use of bedding plants. They are 


packs of six and more, started from 
seed and grown professionally un- 
der careful supervison and ready 
for transplanting directly into the 
garden. Bedding plants should be 
watered thoroughly after 
transplanting and should be kept 
watered during dry spells.

it through the winter. 

An underfed lawn will 
enter spring in a weakened 
condition, and weeds will 
easily compete with the 
lawn for light, water and 
space. 

Lawn diseases are also 
more severe or likely to 
develop in weak lawns. 
Weak lawns also incur more 
damage from insect in- 
festations and attacks. 

Don’t put the hose and 
sprinkler away. 

Continue deep watering 
through the dry spells and 
apply regular applications 
of lawn fertilizers. The 
lawn may be trimmed 
Shorter during the cool 
season. 

A vigorous raking now to 
remove any thatch build-up 
is also recommended to in- 
crease water penetration 
and air circulation. 

If your lawn took a lot of 
foot traffic through the 
summer with soft ball 
games, wading pools and 
outdoor entertaining, you 
may want to have the area 
plugged before the winter 
rains arrive. 


Look ahead to spring 





This procedure removes 
plugs of soil from the turf to 
allow water to penetrate 
the compacted soil. The 
process also helps aerate 
the soil. 

Fall is an excellent time 
to seed a new lawn or 
reseed a section of es- 
tablished lawn. Allow for at 
least 6 weeks of 50 degree to 
70 degree weather for grass 
seed to germinate and 
develop before the 
temperatures drop and the 
soil turns coid. 

To make Dichondra lawns 
look their best apply a fer- 
tilizer/herbicide combina- 
tion. Three applications, 


two months apart, starting * 


in the fall is the generally 
recommended control for 
stubborn weeds.

Chicken wire or ready-to- 
use trellises provide good 
support for these natural 
climbers.

The bright, orange and 
yellow shades of Calendulas 
are cool season favorites. 
Pot them up to add color to 
patios and porches or mass 
them in flower beds. 


many gardeners who enjoy 
the cheerful yellow 
trumpets year after year. 
The basic yellow and white 
Daffodil has many char- 
ming variations im orange, 
red apricot, pink and 
cream. Take advantage of 
the large selection of nam- 
ed varieties by shopping 
early. 

To add lovely shades of 
blue to the springtime gar- 
den ask for Muscari (Grape 
Hyacinth). The blue flowers 
are borne on stalks in a very 
tight arrangements.

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Importance of fiber in daily 


The dietary importance 
of whole grain breads has 
always been studied from a 
nutritional point of view and 
rightly so. However, today 
many food experts are 
saying that in addition to 
their vitamin and mineral 
content, these foods are 
vital because they contain 
one of the best known 
sources of natural food 
fiber. 

Food or dietary fiber 
refers to plant material 
which does not break down 
in the digestive system, but 
instead passes through the 
body and is eliminated. 
There are a number of 
different components of 
fiber and the subject is still 
being researched to 
determine how they differ 
and to what degree each 
influences digestion. One 
thing is certain, however. 
The only source is unrefined 
carbohydrates and they are 
found in the cellular 
structure of plants. 

Dietary fiber is one of the 
most discussed nutritional 
topics today. Significant 
new research shows that its 
removal from the diet may, 
directly or indirectly, cause 
certain diseases that are a 
major problem in Western 
countries. 

The central figures in this 
new thrust of preventive 
medicine is Denis P. 
Burkett, M.D., a world 
reknown and highly 
resourceful scientiest. In 
studying East African 
populations, he discovered 
that these people were 
remarkably free of the 
aforementioned _ illnesses. 
After lengthly research, he 
concluded that the only 
factor that could possibly 
attribute to this was their 
high intake of dietary fiber. 
When individuals left their 
native life style and began 
to eat diets with far less 
fiber, they immediately 
began to develop these 
diseases — diseases which 
are so common to Western 
civilizations with their ex- 
tremely low intake of 
dietary fiber. 

Many other researchers 
have joined in this study 
and they all conclude the 
same thing. More than 600 
books and articles have 
been written on the subject 
and more and more people 
are becoming aware of the 
importance of dietary fiber 
in preventive medicine. 

Just how can dietary fiber 
help to prevent these 
diseases? Aside from 
adding bulk to the diet, it 
absorbs water and hastens 
the transit time of food 
through the body. By doing 
this it helps to quickly 
eliminate harmful bacteria 
that collect along the lining 
of the colon. Also, when 
reminants of food do not 
stay in the colon for any 
length of time, there is far 
less opportunity for 
bacteria to break down bile 
acids into cancer causing 
chemicals. In addition, 
fiber seems to lower 
cholesterol and trigliceride 
leveis in the blood. 

The full study will take 
years to complete, 
and future generations will 
realize the benefits from 
these intensive research 
efforts. Many authorities 
today, however, argue that 
there is no point in waiting 
for this long process to be 
completed. It is very easy 
and inexpensive to begin 
including a regular 
measure of dietary fiber in 
our daily meals. 

As previously mentioned, 
whole grain breads are an 
excellent source of dietary 
fiber. They contain not only 
the endosperm of the 


Valleys golden 


- Daily the valleys become 
more golden as acre after 
acre of cling peaches ripen. 
Cling peaches, so called 
because the fruit clings to 
the pit, were developed for 
commercial processing and 
are generally not 
considered ideal for fresh 
use. However, fresh cling 
peaches may be used for 
home canning if properly 
prepared. It’s the 
delectable freestone peach 
we usually buy fresh, 
although some early cling 
peaches are traditionally 
produced for the fresh 
market. This year a more 
plentiful than usual supply 
has made fresh cling 
peaches available for home 
use. 

There are many varieties 
of cling peaches and each 
variety matures for only a 
few days. The: chance is 
strong that some variety 
will be available from mid- 
July to mid-September.

grains, but the germ and 
bran as well. Bran is the 
fiber - rich outer husk of 
any grain and the germ is 
high in nutrients. 
Unfortunately, when grain 
is milled to produce white 
flour, only the endosperm is 
left, thereby eliminating 
nearly all of the fiber 
vitamins and mineals. 
White bread is always 
enriched, a process by 
which nutrients are added 
back in. However, impor- 
tant trace elements and 
fiber are completely lost. 

Studies indicate that bran 
is at the top of the list of 
important fiber sources. 
Oatmeal is not far behind. 
Other plants which are high 
in fiber are most 
vegetables, fruits, 
especially those with edible 
skins, dried beans, peas, 
lentils, nuts and popcorn. If 
eaten raw or with as little 
cooking as is possible, the 
fiber content remains 
higher. 

The following four 
recipes are just a sampling 
of how dietary fiber can 
become a part of every 
meal. 

Banana French Toi
